About Milton 


Milton is a small town with spectacular scenery of the Milton Three Ponds, historical buildings 
and sites. Most of the town’s population wraps around the water’s edge enjoying the quiet 
tranquility of the large fresh water ponds fed by the Salmon Falls River. Growth also climbs the 
surrounding foothills and Teneriffe Mountain creating winding roads through old forest and 
farmlands with great views along the way. 


Incorporated in 1802, Milton was originally the ‘North Parish’ of Rochester. Milton is a rural 
town situated in southeastern New Hampshire, with a population of over 4,500. The major 
transportation system providing access within Strafford County and to connecting routes is the 
Spaulding Turnpike, a divided expressway running north to south through the town. It connects 
with Interstate 95 in Portsmouth, in close proximity to Pease International Tradeport. US route 
202 provides access to Concord and Manchester and NH route 125 is a north to south local road, 
connecting many of the smaller towns, which includes the section over Plummer Ridge that is a 
natural and scenic state highway. 


Small convenience stores and gas stations provide patrons and visitors with local news and 
friendly conversations. Other shopping needs are primarily met in neighboring Rochester, as are 
hospital facilities. The Spaulding Turnpike access in Milton makes access to Dover and 
Portsmouth very convenient for additional shopping, malls, hospitals and other services. 


Milton’s municipal government consists of an elected three member Board of Selectmen, an 
Appointed Town Administrator, Budget Committee, Planning Board, Zoning Board of 
Adjustment, and numerous other appointed boards and committees. The Town has an excellent 
on-call Fire and Ambulance Department, along with a well-staffed Police Department. 


The conventional New England weather in Milton provides for yearlong outdoor entertainment. 
In the winter ice fishing, ice races, and ice skating on the lakes draw residents outside. In 
February the annual Winter Carnival is held, which is a weekend long event with festivities of 
snow races, ice sculptures and various activities. During the warmer months of summer Milton 
attracts fishermen, boaters and swimmers. Residents and visitors often come and relax at the 
Town Beach. Milton Mills celebrates the 4"" of July with an annual parade and a variety of 
festive events. Other recreational amenities include athletic fields, picnic areas and the James T. 
Culverhouse Memorial Playground. Seasonal camping is enjoyed at the local campground on 
Northeast Pond. The New Hampshire Farm Museum offers a nostalgic look at old-time farming 
with special events throughout the year.

The Annual Town Meeting was held on Saturday February 7 2015 beginning at 1:08 pm at the 
Nute High School, Milton New Hampshire. A total of 45 voters were in attendance.

2015 Board of Selectmen’s Report 


The employees, various boards, volunteers, and we the Board of Selectmen have worked hard 
this past year to accomplish yet another favorable year. 


The 2015 budget passed at the Town Meeting which was a huge benefit to the Town 
government. 


We are up to date on all annual audits and continue to remain so each year. A copy of the 
current audit is available for viewing at the Town Hall. 


Department Heads worked together during 2015 to begin the second step of the CIP (Capital 
Improvement Program) process of creating the funding mechanism. The first step was approved 
at the March 2015 Town Meeting by approving the creation of the CIP plan. This second step 
will be the creation of the funding process with a dollar amount for the CIP. The goal of the CIP 
Committee with assistance from the Department Heads will be to reduce the amount of money 
asked for in warrant articles each year. This will help to keep the tax rate from spiking up or 
down each year. The goal is to keep the appropriations as level as possible. This will provide 
the voters with information and a viable solution that will serve the community’s needs for many 
years to come, if approved. We wish to thank the Department Heads for their work throughout 
the year on this project. 
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We continue to work on getting overdue taxes paid to the Town. We are seeing a slight positive 
effect of economic recovery in tax payments. We continue to conduct annual tax-deeding of 
properties and initiating the eviction process thereafter. However, prior to that we send out a 
letter to each property owner on the verge of losing their home by tax-deeding. We invite them 
to meet with us in a confidential nonpublic session to set up a payment plan for their back taxes. 
One of the requirements in addition to the monthly payment is that they must also continue to 
pay the current tax bills that they receive. This process is working well. We discovered property 
owners had felt defeated and weren’t aware of this opportunity. We also discovered when given 
this chance of a payment plan, they very much wanted to work with the Town in order to keep 
their property. We are pleased with response. 


In August of 2015 we held an auction of 16 tax-deeded properties. St. Jean Auctioneers ran the 
auction. The properties were a combination of land-only parcels and some with structures on 
them. All 16 properties sold and are back on the tax rolls. The total amount of revenue this 
generated was $208,000.00 which was placed into the General Fund. We were very pleased with 
this outcome and we hope to have an auction each year if possible. 


Throughout 2015, renewal contracts were approved on various insurances for the Town. This 
has resulted in some decreases and some increases. Dental insurance remained the same. Life 
insurance remained the same. Unemployment insurance increased by $169.00. Workers 
Compensation insurance decreased by $3,667.00. Health insurance increased 6.5%, on all three 
levels of the HMO plan. Property-Liability insurance increased by $3,671.00. Other contracts 
and non-contracts with increases included the current auditing firm of Vachon-Clukay, 
Eversource Electricity, Postage, and the Milton Water Precinct. 


During the year we were able to implement the purchase of recording equipment for the meeting 
room. The funds were obtained through a grant offered by Metrocast in 2014. At this time we 
have a few volunteers who run the equipment but we need more. Not all of the meetings have a 
volunteer to run the equipment. The equipment is easy to use and there is some very minor 
training involved. The system is pretty impressive with a Mac laptop, a board with various 
toggles and switches, and a headset to wear. At this time we are not able to broadcast live to 
Metrocast as 1t would require a substantial cost to initiate that process. Additionally we have 
recently been notified that they will no longer be offering that type of service on their community 
broadcast channel. However, we are able to broadcast live to You Tube. Each meeting that is 
recorded is saved to our website with a link to click on in order to view the meeting at a later 
date. If you are interested in volunteering to run the recording equipment please contact the 
Town Administrator.

2015 Town Administrator’s Report 


Once again, it has been a pleasure and a privilege to serve as your Town Administrator during 
the past year. 2015 was a busy year for the Town. The 2015 budget passed which was very 
helpful to the Town Government, the Departments, and those Boards with new budgets. The 
approved Town budget helped everyone to get caught up on repairs, upgrades, needed purchases, 
and projects. Employment turnover throughout the Town was a little below average and lower 
than the previous year with the exception of the Highway Department. We continue to have a 
turnover of CDL truck drivers due to low wages. Unfortunately Milton struggles to compete 
with competing wages in other municipalities and the private sector. This is a sign of a slight 
recovery in the economy and it continues slightly as time goes by. Because of the turnover the 
Selectmen try to retain personnel with a decent benefit package, which helps. Additionally, in 
2015 significant research was done by the Public Works Director on wages and this has resulted 
in a proposal for the 2016 warrant to help fix this continuing problem. 


During 2015 the Town and the NH Solar Garden finalized all contracts and requirements 
mandated by the State Legislature, NH DES, and our engineering firm, CMA. This was all 
completed in order that NH Solar Garden could begin construction and installation of the solar 
panels on top of the capped Town Landfill at 803 White Mountain Highway. As of this writing, 
December 2015, the construction has begun. With this project, the Town will receive three 
forms of revenue. The first revenue will be lease money. NH Solar Garden is leasing the land 
from the Town. The second revenue is an annual rebate check to the Town based on the amount 
of electricity used by the Town Government during the year. The third revenue is money that 
would be received similar to taxing the project equipment on top of the capped landfill. All three 
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revenue streams will go into the General Fund and at the end of the year that excess money will 
end up in the Fund Balance which may be used by the Selectmen to offset the tax rate or simply 
to increase the amount of required funds needed to be kept in the Fund Balance. The Garden 
consists of all Town Government buildings, street lights, the Milton Water Precinct, and various 
businesses in Town who signed up when the Garden project was open to signups this past spring. 
The Town looks forward to this project and supports the concept of green energy. 


The Milton Free Public Library has seen some significant structural repairs and upgrades to the 
building such as a handicap lift from ground level to the first floor, a new second floor egress, 
new siding, and more. The work project was led by Public Works Director Pat Smith and 
volunteer John Katwick. During this time the Library Trustees worked very hard at obtaining 
grants from various sources to assist with the costs of the repairs while using money in their 
capital reserve fund for matching grants. Everyone continues to work well together with the 
common goal of repairing and maintaining this historical structure. 


The Transfer Station saw continued revenue growth and smooth transactions during 2015 with 
increased recycling efforts and a continued enforcement of the rules. The Town has received 
many compliments from outside entities such as Primex, NRRA, the Town of Wakefield, and 
more regarding the organization of the site, the tidiness, and excellent operation by the staff. 
Please remember that when you throw your regular household garbage away (in clear bags) the 
Town has to haul it to a facility and pay to drop it off. When you recycle, there’s no charge to 
drop off your recyclables. The recyclables are hauled away to various recycling facilities and the 
Town receives revenue for those items. That money is applied toward the cost of paying for the 
household garbage costs. The more recycling you can do, the better. 


The Town experienced a severe winter with record amounts of snowfall, a high number of 
storms, and hazardous conditions. Because of all of this all of our emergency response crews 
were out in force for lengthy amounts of time. They worked very hard and kept the roads 
opened and safe. I wish to thank them all for the incredible job they did. The Town was able to 
file for and receive over $15,000 in FEMA reimbursement funds due to the severity of this 
winter. 


Through the year several operational in-house items were created or taken care of for smoother 

operations such as: 

e Creating a Waiver of Liability for tax-deeded properties when someone wishes to go onto or 
into a tax-deeded property. 

e The updating of various financial and in-house forms that are used. 

e Nonpublic session minutes are no longer recorded for security purposes, and those minutes 
have been shortened as recommended by legal counsel. 

e Financial and technical motions that the Selectmen make are now created ahead of time on 
paper for smoother and quicker transactions at meetings. 

e A Certificate of Appreciation template was created and is used on certificates that are issued 
to employees and volunteers for a job well done. 

e Anold Milton police cruiser was obtained at no cost and is now the official Town Hall 
vehicle, with different markings of course. This vehicle is used by all employees and 
officials for official Town business such as bank runs, post office runs, training, court 
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appearances, and more. A policy of usage for that vehicle was created mandating that it only 
be used for official Town business. The use of this vehicle has resulted in a significant 
decrease of mileage expenses. 

e Debbie Zabkar was hired as a part-time Administrative Assistant in the Town Administration 
Department. By doing this it is yet another step toward getting back up to full staffing levels 
which were in place and then lowered in 2012. Debbie is working out well and her duties 
include assisting me, the Selectmen, the Bookkeeper and other Departments as needed. Her 
work is primarily financial, computer, research, projects, etc. Debbie is doing a fantastic job. 

e A reading file was created for the Selectmen in my office so that one document may be 
viewed at any time instead of making three copies of everything. This has resulted in a 
savings of paper and copier costs. 

e The Town held an auction in August for the sale of 16 tax-deeded properties. It was a very 
interesting event and at times entertaining. It was held on a Saturday in the Emma Ramsey 
Center with St. Jean Auctioneers of Epping running the event. All 16 properties sold 
resulting in a revenue of $208,000.00. That money was deposited into the General Fund. 
More good news is those properties are now back on the tax rolls. 

e With all other municipalities in the State, the Town experienced the new DRA (Department 
of Revenue Administration) website and system. Everything with the DRA is now 
automated and electronically handled through a secure portal on a separate website. Even 
though this first full year was trying at times in learning the new system, it has already 
proven to be better in the long run. 

e Inan effort to save money, time, and improve our methods, the ADP payroll system is no 
longer being used by the Town. As of January 1, 2015 Payroll has been brought in-house 
and is now being used by our Bookkeeper. The new payroll system software is Muni-Smart 
which is compatible with other Muni-Smart software the Town uses. By doing this the Town 
experienced a decrease in the contracted services budget line by approximately $10,000.00. 
This new system allows the Town to make changes and correct errors at no cost. It allows 
for automatic adjustments and so much more. Our new Bookkeeper Kimberly Ladisheff 
started in this position in May and is doing a great job with the system and the other duties 
she 1s responsible for. 


I wish to thank the NH Farm Museum for inviting me to be one of their judges at their annual pie 
judging contest. This outdoor event was held outside in perfect weather. It was a lot of fun. 
(And tasty too) I wish to thank the Women’s Club of Milton for inviting me to be their guest 
speaker in November. I was able to update them with current events and it was so nice to meet a 
great group of nice ladies. And I wish to thank the VFW for inviting me to be one of their judges 
in their annual school essay contests, the Voice of Democracy and the Patriot Pen. This was the 
third year I was invited and it is always very interesting and a lot of fun. 


I wish to thank all of the employees and volunteers for doing such great work for the Town; the 
Selectmen for their continued support; and lastly and most importantly I wish to thank the 
residents for their continued support, assistance, and friendliness. It has been a privilege to serve 
as your Town Administrator during 2015.

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Milton Police Department 2015 


2015 was a busy year for the Police Department, as we saw an increase of 1,104 calls for 
service. We, unfortunately, had two officers leave the agency in 2015, but thankfully we have 
been able to fill our open positions with full-time certified officers. This will continue to save 
the Town money for training as we do not need to send officers to the Police Academy for 16 
weeks. 


We saw a 50% decrease in Crimes Against Property for the first time in four years. I 
believe this is due to the fact we were able to increase our proactive patrols by being at full staff 
for a good portion of the year. Unfortunately, like many parts of the country and the State of 
New Hampshire, we saw a 60% increase in drug cases in town. We are trying to work with the 
community to try and combat this problem, but we need it to be a community-based attack on the 
issue. We cannot arrest our way out of this problem. We need families, friends and relatives of 
people addicted to drugs to be willing to help them. We participated in the Federal Drug Take 
Back Day. This year’s Take Back day was extremely successful compared to previous years. 
We plan to participate again in 2016. We feel that these types of events will allow residents to 
get unwanted and unused prescription drugs out of their homes and properly disposed of them 
without it going into the water supply or the treatment facility. 


Sending our officers to training is another way we can continue to provide quality service 
to the Town and the schools. Ofc. Andrea Reid is now a certified DARE instructor. She will be 
starting DARE classes again in January of 2016. DARE classes have a huge benefit for the 
children who are able to participate in the classes. The students are able to build a bond with a 
Police Officer and see the Officer in a different light. The children also receive valuable 
information in the dangers of drug use. Our belief is that if we can keep even one child off 
drugs, the program has been successful. We will also be sending officers to become instructors 
in active shooter preparedness. This will allow our officers to teach school staff and local 
businesses the new techniques in dealing with an active shooter situation. We would like to hear 
from residents who may have ideas on programs they would like to see the Police Department 
offer to the community. 


We believe that 2016 will be a very productive year for the Police Department and the 
Town. We hope to continue our community outreach with residents. In 2015 we witnessed a 
large number of residents come out and show support to the community in helping to get 
different projects and programs off the ground. We saw residents and employees volunteer their 
time to build a playground and help with the video system during public meetings. We hope to 
see this interaction continue and we hope to see more programs get started in 2016. 


I would like to thank all of the residents, volunteers, board members and employees of 
the Town of Milton for the hard work and support that you give our agency.

In 2015, Milton Fire-Rescue provided mutual aid to neighboring communities 158 times, and 
received aid from these communities 190 times. Milton is fortunate to have several well 
equipped, neighboring agencies ready to respond and assist in emergency situations. As 
departments continue to struggle with available personnel and tight budgets, geographical 
boundaries fade and resources are coordinated to provide for the increased demand for service. 
This past year, Milton Fire-Rescue and Lebanon Fire and EMS signed an automatic aid 
agreement. This agreement states that Milton will cover any fire or medical call, of serious 
nature, in parts of Lebanon in which Milton Fire-Rescue will have a quicker response time. This 
agreement has been practiced for decades; however, 2015 marks its official implementation. 


Milton Fire-Rescue would like to recognize Captain Jarrod Wheeler’s 18 months of hard work 
and completion of his paramedic schooling. Now a Nationally Registered Paramedic, Captain 
Wheeler worked extensively on researching and equipping Milton’s two ambulances to become 
licensed at a paramedic level. We are extremely excited to be able to provide the town with this 
increased level of service. We are still working closely with Frisbie Memorial Hospital 
Paramedic services to provide our residents with the best pre-hospital care available. 


Milton Fire-Rescue continually strives to improve our ability to protect the residents and visitors 


of our community. In June, the department placed in service a new set of extrication tools. The 
$50,000 investment came from the department’s capital reserve fund and is set to last around 15 
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years. Ensuring we have modern and compliant equipment is paramount in our ability to safely 
and efficiently perform our mission. Although the needs of our department our abundant we 
understand the funding source for these needs is limited. As 2015 came to a close, the 
department applied for two separate federal grants totaling nearly $890,000. One grant in the 
amount of $690,000 was to replace Milton’s 32 year old ladder truck; the other in excess of 
$200,000 was to replace the department’s Scott Air Paks. The department understands that these 
costs would undoubtedly be a financial burden on the taxpayers and we continue to apply for 
these grants during tough financial times to demonstrate our willingness to explore every outside 
funding source for capital projects. 


During the 2015 annual town meeting, voters overwhelmingly supported a warrant article to 
finalize the design and engineering of the previously presented fire station. Over the course of 
several months the department worked with the architect to move the design from schematic 
through completion. Hours were spent looking over every detail from site development to 
electrical outlet placement. As the design was finalized in late 2015, the project was passed onto 
the construction manager to be placed out to bid. In the end, the construction manager received 
approximately 50 bids from the various trades. The final total request for the 2016 bond vote 
will be $2,795,000; an amount less than the 2014 request and slightly more than the 2013 
request. The engineering has now been completed, the square footage has been reduced by 25%, 
and the project has been competitively bid, yet the cost of the project has not been significantly 
reduced. If the construction of the fire station is continually pushed back the cost will rise 
annually at a rate estimated to be 3%-5% or $100,000 each year. The town only has two years 
left to construct a new station on the property that has been graciously donated by the family of 
long time Fire Chief, Herbert Downs. 


Milton Fire-Rescue would also like to congratulate one of our longtime members, as 2015 
marked a special milestone. Andy Lucier served his 40" consecutive year as not only an active 
member, but one of the most active current members of the department. Andy served Milton for 
13 years as Chief until his “retirement” in 2009, and to this day serves the department as our 
“chauffer” and resident story teller. I would like to personally thank Andy for all of his years of 
service and to all the members of the department for their continuous hard work and dedication 
to making this department great.

Arts’ n the Park Summer Arts Festival hosted six arts programs this year, which 
included Wildlife Encounters, the Magic Fred Show; Squam Lakes Natural Encounters, 
Wayne from Maine, Simon Brooks and the Hampstead Stage Companies rendition of 
Robin Hood. All performances were free and open to the public and were incorporated in to the 
Milton Free Public Library and Camp Three Ponds Summer Programming. The series was 
sponsored by the Assembly of God Church and proceeds from the Milton Summer Kick-Off.

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ASSESSING DEPARTMENT 
2015 


Milton has a full-time assessing department. The Town has contracted Corcoran Consulting 
Associates, Inc. to assist with all aspects of assessing. In 2015 we completed the first of the five 
year cycle program. We attempt to measure and inspect all sales, permits, abatements and one- 
fifth of the community each year. 


The assessing department answers general assessing questions, data entry to update all property 
record cards, updates the tax maps, works with appraisers, surveyors, researches deeds and 
determines changes of ownership. As well as assisting taxpayers with filing exemption forms for 
senior citizens, veterans, and the blind. We also process and maintain exemption & tax credit 
reports, property record cards and other documentation in relation to the assessing field. We are 
required to prepare various reports for the New Hampshire Department of Revenue, including 
the annual ratio report. We are happy to announce the property record cards are now available on 
the town website under the assessing department page along with the tax maps.

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2015 WELFARE DEPARTMENT REPORT 


In New Hampshire, every town is required to have a welfare office that is governed by state 
statute RSA 165:1 which reads, “Whenever a person in any town is poor and unable to support 
himself/herself, he/she shall be relieved and maintained by the overseers of public welfare of 
such town.” 


Welfare at the Town level is intended to be a temporary, emergency situation. The State and 
Federal Governments take care of needs such as unemployment, food stamps, Section 8 Housing, 
Social Security and other programs. We do have residents that qualify for assistance for more 
than one month at a time, but they must reapply each month that they are in need of assistance. 
This is unlike the state and federal programs where a person can qualify for 6 months of 
assistance or longer. This guarantees that the Welfare Official is able to better track how a 
resident is progressing towards self-sufficiency and adjustments can be made in order to better 
help the resident and lessen the impact to the Welfare Budget. 


In.2015, the Welfare Office provided assistance to 65 cases. A case is made up of the people in a 
household, whether it be 1 or more. We are currently only set up to track cases that result in 
financial assistance. Financial assistance is never paid directly to a resident.

A notable difference between local welfare, and the state and federal programs is that we ask our 
clients to repay their assistance. The Welfare Department began implementing a repayment 
program for residents to repay their assistance in small monthly amounts, and has collected 
$9,748.57 back from this program.

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2015 Milton Wastewater Department Report 


The wastewater facility treated approximately 17,583,700 gallons of raw sewage at an 
average daily flow of 48,175 gallons. We continue to operate around 50% of plant design 
capacity allowing growth within the community. 


The carbonaceous biochemical oxygen demand (CBOD) removal efficiency averaged 96.7% 
and the total suspended solids (TSS) removal efficiency averaged 94.2% for the year. The 
minimum acceptable removal efficiency for each of these parameters per the NPDES discharge 
permit is 85%. The annual whole effluent toxicity (WET) test passed with no indication of the 
effluent having any toxic effects on the Salmon Falls River. These effluent parameters show that 
the plant continues to perform exceptionally well and discharges a good quality effluent. 


We continue to add a chemical called “alum” to the raw sewage from April thru Sept. to 
reduce the amount of total phosphorous (TP) being discharged into the river. We have done this 
for 15 years with good results. Reducing TP is important because it is a vital nutrient for algae 
growth, which causes oxygen deficiencies in the river. The plant effluent typically averages 4.0- 
5.0 mg/l before alum addition and between 1.5-and 2.5 mg/l after addition. The average was tiiothe 
mg/l in 2015. This represents a 50-60% reduction to the river and keeps the plant in compliance 
with our current NPDES discharge permit. 


All plant equipment is operational and in good working order. A new alarm system was 
installed at the plant. The lagoon liners were repaired by RTD Enterprises to reduce groundwater 
impacts from wastewater. 


We applied for a new 5-year discharge permit in 2005 as required and have not received the 
new permit to date. Total nitrogen (TN) has been identified as a nutrient of concern for the Great 
Bay and its tributaries such as the Salmon Falls River. EPA and NHDES may impose new TN 
limits on all the wastewater facilities that discharge flows to the Great Bay. It may be several 
more years before the Town learns what impact these decisions will have on the Milton plant.

Your library hosted 4015 
patron visits and new patrons to the “The Little Red Schoolhouse” to check out books, 
magazines, movies, audiobooks, or lectures. Many have taken advantage of our public 
computers, free “wifi”, sent a fax or used the fax machine, or came in to admire our historic 
building. That is our highest annual count to date! Patrons also completed 1273 downloads 
through the New Hampshire Downloadable Book Consortium, where Milton Free Public Library 
(MFPL) card users listened to 615 audio books, read 568 e-books and 90 magazines. 


The staff of MFPL assists patrons to locate a favorite book or movie. Please come in and say 
“hi” to Ruth Gutman, Allison Lawrence, and Johanna Howland who run the circulation desk. 
Theodore Estevao and Gus Howland are our fearless pages, and Spencer Ricker is a long-time 
volunteer. Trustees Larry Brown, Les Elder (the Trustee Chair and Treasurer), and Laurie 
Palmeira (Chief grants writer and Trustee Secretary) keep an eye on running the facility and 
update our policies as needed. 


The Friends of the Milton Free Public Library hosted our annual Fun Fan Fiction Contest in 
January. The Friends President, Susann Foster Brown, and volunteers Jessie Estevao, Nancy 
Drew, Betty Ann Beam, and Barbara Hughes judged all of the entries as excellent. Alana 
Hodson won first place for her interpretation of “The Giver “ ( by Lois Lowry). Madyson 
Alexander won second place for her take on Jay Asher’s “Thirteen Reasons Why”, and Emily 
Douglas took third for her twist of Stephen Chbosky’s “Perks of Being a Wallflower” The 
Friends look forward to reading this year’s submissions from Milton High School students. 


This year’s summer reading program, Every Hero has a Story, focused on Heroes: super heroes, 
heroes in our community (like the Milton Police Department), and graphic novels. To kick off 
the summer events, New Hampshire Teaching Cartoonist Marek Bennett helped Milton children 
(and grown-ups!) design their own comics. Marek Bennett's workshop is a Kids, Books, and Arts 
event. This Kids, Books and the Arts event is provided by the Jack and Dorothy Byrne 
Foundation, CHILIS, Cogswell Benevolent Trust, and is supported in part by a grant from the 
NH State Council on the Arts and the National Endowment of the Arts as well as funds 
administered by the NH State Library and provided by the Institute of Museum and Library 
Services.

The library also went out on the road again this summer, providing a weekly story time for the 
kids at “Camp 3 Ponds”, Milton Recreation’s summer camp. 


In August, the New Hampshire Astronomical Society donated an Orion Starblast 4.5 telescope to 
the Milton Free Public Library. Patrons can “check out” the telescope to “check out” the night 
sky. Not sure what to look for? Check our website: Miltonfreepubliclibrary.org for upcoming 
“skywatches”. The NHAS offers a pre-skywatch primer at the library. 


MEPL has a brand new program: 1000 Books Before Kindergarten. The single most important 
thing you can do to prepare your children to read is reading to them every day. Research proves 
that children need to hear 1000 books before they begin to learn to read independently. Reading 
to children increases their vocabulary, listening and narrative skills. Reading with children will 
help to instill in them self-awareness, confidence and an understanding of their place in the 
world. You can sign your child up at any time. 


This October, The Milton Free Public Library in Milton Mills, NH was awarded the “Curiosity Creates” 
grant, administered by the Association for Library Service to Children, and made possible by a generous 
donation by Disney. The “Curiosity Creates” grant assists libraries across the country to fund programs to 
inspire children between the ages of 6 and 14 to engage in creative play, - imagination & originality, 
flexibility, decision-making, communication & self-expression, collaboration, motivation, and movement. 
Over four hundred applications were submitted. 79 grants were awarded, of which the Milton Free Public 
Library is the only library in New Hampshire to be funded. 


The grant award of up to $7,500 will be used to create a “maker play” space on the second floor of the 
library. The room will be stocked with a large scale building kit called a Rigamajig, many STEM creative 
play kits, costumes, and musical instruments, just to name a few. Beginning in February, the library will 
host a series of four Saturday events to introduce children and their families to the second-floor playroom. 
All are welcome to attend the events. 


Continuing the success of ongoing building restoration, The Milton Free Public Library in Milton Mills 

NH has been awarded a $16,020.00 LCHIP Grant for the Phase II restoration. The Trustees of the Milton 
Free Public Library have worked very hard to finish restoring the “Little Red Schoolhouse” and complete 
the recommendations of the 2012 Engineering report. The new LCHIP grant will require matching funds. 


I look forward to 2016, seeing our Milton patrons in the library and around the town.

2015 Trustees of the Milton Free Public Library Report 


In 2012, the Trustees of the Milton Free Public Library hired Team Engineering Building 
Inspection and Design from Goffstown, NH to inspect “The Little Red Schoolhouse” and to 
make recommendations about immediate and long-term repairs to our historical building. Their 
detailed report, and ten-year plan is on file at the library. A link to the report is also available on 
the Milton Free Public Library website: www.Miltonfreepubliclibrary.org 


In response to that report, the Trustees and the Town of Milton addressed several items 
immediately: a fire alarm was installed, the septic issues was repaired, the electrical service was 
brought up to current code for outlets and signage, as well has having the attic access hatchway 
widened. 


Last December of 2014 The Trustees of the Milton Free Public Library (MFPL) were awarded 
$14,789.00 from the Land and Community Heritage Investment Program Grant (LCHIP) that the 
library matched ($18,086.00 from the Milton Free Public Library Capital Reserve Fund), for a 
total project value of $32,875.00 to reside and paint the entire first floor exterior of the building, 
and repair the exterior trim. Windows were also repaired. 


This past summer, the Trustees received a Moose Plate Grant of $8,000 from the New 
Hampshire Council on the Arts to improve public access. This money helped the Town of Milton 
purchase and installed a lift for easy access to all first floor library services and programs. 


By using Capital Reserve Funds from the Milton Free Public Library, Milton Board of 
Selectmen, as well as additional money from the buildings and grounds line of the Milton Public 
Works budget we completed the following work: the library roof was repaired and shingled, the 
brick foundation was repointed and repaired, and the second floor egress was rebuilt. While not 
noted in the engineering report first and second floor joists have been repaired and new support 
columns added. A new bulkhead door and support masonry for cellar access were installed as 
part of our general maintenance program. 


This past December 2015, the Milton Free Public Library was once again awarded a $16,020.00 
LCHIP grant in support of its Phase II restoration project. The Library has committed to 
matching this grant with $19,580.00, for a total project value of $35,600.00. 


Thanks to support and funding of the Milton Community, the MFPL Trustees plan the following 
work in 2016: The asphalt shingles on the mansard roof will be replaced with cedar shakes. The 
second floor exterior will also be repaired and painted. The bell tower improvements, including 
structure, paint and replacing the ironwork will be done. 

Additional improvements to the parking lot area and sidewalk are also planned. Once that work 
is completed, all of the points highlighted in the Team Engineering report will have been 
addressed.

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MILTON CONSERVATION COMMISSION 
2015 ANNUAL REPORT 


The Conservation Commission’s mission is to fulfill the mandates of RSA 36-A and the 
conservation goals in the Milton Master Plan. Notable activities in 2015 were: 


Monitoring town held conservation easements. The town is required to annually monitor 
Milton conservation lands. During the monitoring process, it was discovered that some of the 
properties had encroachments. The Conservation Commission has successfully resolved 
encroachment issues on the Ball, Jones Brook Park, and Lancey/Ward properties and is working 
to resolve encroachment issues on the Lyman Brook property. Baseline documentation and 
yearly monitoring reports are on file at the town office for: 


Town owned Ball property consisting of 37 acres at Milton’s public well head site. 
Town owned Jones Brook Park consisting of 19.56 acres along the Branch River. The 
town voted in 2002 to place the Jones Brook Park under conservation easement as per 
Warrant Article 16. 

Town owned Payne property consisting of 3.86 acres contiguous with the Jones Brook 
property. This property was voted to be placed under conservation easement as per 
Article 23 of 2003 Milton Town Warrant. 

Town owned Teneriffe Tow Ski Area segment consisting of 19.76 acre land locked 
property within the wellhead protective radius of Milton’s public drinking water supply. 
This property was voted to be placed under conservation easement as per Article 15 of 
Milton’s 2002 Milton Town Warrant 

Town owned 65.9 acre landlocked Spaulding Turnpike parcel, contiguous with the 
Nature Conservancy parcel. This is part of the snow mobile trail system, has notable 
wetlands, and has been designated as conservation land by recorded deed. 

Dames Brook donated easement consisting of 10.46 acres. 

Frizzell/Current donated conservation easement on Mason Rd. consisting of 17 acres of 
farmland and forest. 

Lyman Brook developer-donated conservation easement on Heron Circle consisting of 22 
acres on multiple privately owned parcels. 

Lancey/Ward conservation easement on Hare Rd. consisting of 2.35 acres (cluster 
subdivision). 

Lavalliere donated easement on Mason Rd. consisting of 8.87 acres. 

Wallace Way easement consisting of 5.06 acres (cluster subdivision). 

Silver Springs/Frizzell conservation easement on Silver St., consisting of 5.5 acres 
(cluster subdivision). 

Frizzell donated conservation easement off Exit 17 consisting of 4.92 acres along Great 
Brook. 

Nute Easement - Jonathan and Anne Nute donated conservation easements on their 37 
acre Tree Farm between Governors and Hare Roads in Milton. The two contiguous 
conservation easements were donated to the town in December, 2013. Moose Mountains 
Regional Greenways holds an executory interest in the easements, as a backup to the 
Town. 
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Land Protection Projects: 


Casey Road Conservation Project: The town owns (by tax deed) a healthy, scenic forest 
consisting of 73 acres. The parcel is on a Class VI road and therefore not developable unless the 
road is improved to town specified Class V status. The property also has exceptional water 
resource values. The eastern boundary of the property is the pristine Lyman Brook which flows 
into Spaulding Pond, one of Milton’s Three Ponds. There is an existing network of trails that 
many community members enjoy for passive recreation. The parcel provides a forested refuge 
for the families living in the multiple subdivisions surrounding the property. 


In 2014, the MCC organized a public forum to discuss the future management of this town 
owned property. The 34 attendees filled out a goals and policies survey. The responses indicated 
more interest in conserving the parcel rather than managing it as a Town Forest. A citizens 
group was formed (Casey Rd Town Forest Committee) and has been assigned by the BOS to 
make recommendations to the BOS. In October of 2015 the MCC and the Casey Rd Town Forest 
Committee had a joint meeting to recommend a warrant article which would permanently 
conserve this parcel. The BOS approved the article and it will be included in Milton’s 2016 
town warrant. 


Milton’s Conservation Fund: 


Over the years, the NH Legislature has enacted important legislation that supports local 
conservation efforts because it is in the public interest to do so. Funding is essential to support 
conservation activities. This is the reason that the State passed enabling legislation to allow 
towns to establish Conservation Funds and to transfer a percentage of the land use change tax 
into this fund. The reasoning is that some proceeds from development should be directed to 
conservation projects. The Land Use Change Tax is a 10% tax of a parcel’s fair market value 
when it is taken out of current use (a temporary conservation status) to be developed. Milton’s 
Conservation Fund is soley funded with 50% of the land use change tax, but there has been 
virtually no LUCT collected since 2007. 


Milton’s Conservation Fund enabled the Conservation Commission to pay for baseline 
documentation on all 14 of Milton’s conservation properties and for yearly monitoring of the 
properties. The fund assists in the resolution of encroachment issues. Most importantly, the 
Conservation Fund contributes to the costs of donated conservation easements such as the 
historic Nute properties on Governor’s Rd. Because of the costs associated with the 
responsibility of monitoring its conservation properties in perpetuity, the MCC designated some 
of the Conservation Fund to be reserved for Legal Defense and Stewardship. 


At the end of 2015, the balance in Milton’s Conservation Fund is $148,102.59 


Conservation projects funded by the Conservation Fund fulfill the objectives of the Master Plan 
by protecting Milton’s water resources, forestlands, wildlife habitat, productive farmland, and 
recreational areas. Additional benefits are the preservation of Milton’s scenic beauty and rural 
character, and safeguarding the water quality of Milton Three Ponds and Milton’s public 
drinking supply, which also have long term benefit to Milton’s economy. 
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Update of Milton’s Master Plan including the Natural Resources Chapter: 


Milton’s Master Plan provides the town with directives regarding land use planning to guide the 
town in achieving and maintaining “smart growth, sound planning and wise resource protection.” 
All town ordinances and regulations should reflect the common vision of Milton’s citizens as 
stated in the Vision Section of Milton’s Master Plan. 


In 2014 and 2015, the town was challenged with a construction & demolition residuals landfill 
proposed on a property near exit 18. Milton’s zoning does not allow landfills. The Conservation 
Commission took the stand that Milton’s Master Plan would need to be changed to allow this 
type of intensive land use. The Conservation Commission voted to oppose the associated 
petition warrant article which proposed to amend Milton’s zoning to allow solid waste landfills 
and recycling facilities in all zones of Milton. 


The town made their voices heard in a record voter turnout to say NO to the landfill proposal, 
nearly 10:1 against. 


The Planning Board is required to update the Vision and Land Use Section of the town’s Master 
Plan every 10 years. The Conservation Commission is responsible for the update of the Natural 
Resource Chapter of the MP. Community involvement is essential to implement a fair and 
representative update process. 


The 2015 town vote clearly validated Milton’s core values, which encompass protecting the 
town’s natural resources, rural character, and high quality of life. After the town vote, the 
Conservation Commission worked with the Planning Board to support a generous donation of 
talent and time by Commissioner Eric Knapp in implementing a community survey to qualify the 
vision for Milton’s future. Nearly 10% of town residents responded to the survey. The results 
provide clear guidance for the 2016 update of the Vision and Land Use Section of Milton’s 
Master Plan. 


To further progress on the Master Plan, in December the MCC contracted with the Strafford 
Regional Planning Commission (SRPC) for professional assistance in updating the Natural 
Resources Chapter and the Groundwater Overlay District ordinance. Please watch for public 
hearings so that your input can be heard. SRPC’s professional, science based contributions are 
made possible by Milton’s Conservation Fund.

Milton Town House Stewardship Committee 
2015 Annual Report 
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We continue working hard on the Milton Town House restoration. We have reviewed the 
requirements for water and sewage for this building this year and discovered the cost is greater 
than we anticipated. That being said, this year we had two fund raises. We had a yard/bake sale 
June 6 and an open house/bake sale Oct.10 giving us a total earning with donations of $2,347.50 
to add to our account giving the committee a total yearend balance of $9,821.12. All yard sale 
and bake goods were donated from all of you, so thank you for your continued support. 


This year we worked on sanding and painting walls and finishes on the interior and on the east 
side of the exterior, as you can see in the picture above. We built a new handicapped ramp, 
painted new exterior doors, built new shutters and installed newly restored windows. 


We submitted our required annual monitoring report to the State LCHIP to keep to our 
Stewardship Agreement and another year we were awarded $200.00 for keeping to the 
Stewardship agreement for monitoring and recording all conditions yearly for this Restoration. 
This is great for our Town to keep to the State Steward Agreement we have. 


This past year we applied for a State Moose Plate Grant for $8,930 to hire a contractor to do 
interior finish carpentry work, and was not awarded this Grant. Their replied it was a great 
application and had there been more funding, your Project would had been funded. They 
suggested that we reapply in 2016. 


Due to many inquiries on how much has been spent to date on this restoration, I put together a 
total cost of Volunteer labor using the State volunteer labor rate of $21.29 per hr., material cost, 
Contractors cost and material donation values. To date the total cost of the Milton Town House 
Restoration is $126,967.94. 


The Committee is proud to say we have not used Tax Revenue and would like to Thank You all 
and the LCHIP group for making this Milton land mark Restoration possible.

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2015 Report of the Cemetery Trustees 
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Milton Mills Cemetery 


The Milton Cemetery Trustees had a productive year in 2015 on the transfer of the ownership of 
the Milton Mills privately owned cemetery to the Town of Milton which will put Milton in 
compliance with RSA 289:2, this means that every Municipality shall provide one or more 
suitable cemeteries for the interment of deceased persons within its boundaries. The required 
approval process is completed by the Milton Cemetery Trustees, Milton Mills Cemetery 
Association and the Milton Board of Selectmen. The remaining approvals will be a VOTE at the 
upcoming election for two warrant articles to establish a Milton Expendable Trust fund and to 
raise and appropriate funding for the operating expenses. A boundary survey is underway with 
Norway Plains Associates at a cost of $7,500 which will come from the approved Capital 
Reserve Fund that was established in 2010 for planning and establishment of a new Public 
Cemetery. The Milton Cemetery Trustees have a goal to finalize this transfer by Jan. 1, 2017. 


Milton Cemetery Trustees, Highway Dept. and volunteers are proud to say we continue restoring 
deserted cemeteries for our deceased residents in Milton. Attached are pictures of some of the 
cemeteries completed this year. 


We continue managing your Perpetual Care Private Funds to be sure that it is being used per 
your original request for maintenance on your cemetery lots. If you have any questions on 
earnings and principal balances call John Katwick 652-9872.

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Code Enforcement Officer 
2015 


The Code Enforcement Officer is responsible to administer, interpret and enforce all 
Zoning and Planning regulations of the Town of Milton. Under the title of Code 
Enforcement Officer fall the other positions of Building Inspector and Health Inspector. 
In these capacities, the primary focus is always safety. 


Under the role of Code Enforcement Officer, infractions of the Planning Regulations, 
Building Codes or Zoning Ordinances are either visually observed first hand by the 
Officer or a complaint may be made anonymously. Upon receipt of a written complaint, it 
is then thoroughly inspected for non compliance issues and an appointment is made with 
the property owner to discuss and resolve any issues; if the issues can not be resolved a 
written Cease and Desist Order will be issued. The most common oversight which 
becomes a violation is the “construction without permits” activity which results in costly 
removal and sometimes remediation if activity has affected a wetland or buffer area. It is 
highly recommended that any homeowner or business owner call before contemplating 
any construction activity to ascertain if the proposal will conform within the Town’s 
regulations. The Town of Milton Code Enforcement Office and Building Department is 
making every effort to balance the rights of the residents and business owners while 
enforcing the Zoning Ordinance as enacted by the citizens of Milton. 


The Building Inspector is responsible for issuing all permits and inspections of the work 
done: Building, Electrical, Plumbing, Mechanical, Occupancy, Signs, etc. Applications 
for permits are received, plans are reviewed and if all codes and requirements are 
satisfied a fee is calculated and the permit will be issued to the applicant. The Town has 
issued 173 permits between January 1, 2015 and December 31, 2015, with only 5 of those 
being new single family homes. The majority of permits were for electrical, gas and 
other upgrades to existing properties. 


The Health Officer is responsible for all health inspections for schools, daycares facilities 
and foster homes. The majority of complaints received by the Health Officer are in 
regards to failed septic systems, mold issues, dead birds (EEE/WNV), trash and debris 
and tenant/landlord disputes over health conditions. All complaints require appointments 
and inspections to resolve the issues. 


Presently the office hours for the CEO are Tuesday’s and Wednesday’s from 8:00 — 4:00 
PM. Most inspections are conducted on those days and occasionally another day of the 
week to accommodate the property owner. Applications and complaint forms can be 
picked up at the Town Hall Monday through Friday from 8:00 AM to 4:00 PM or online 


at http: / /miltonnh-us.com/code.php. 


The Land Use Clerk may be reached at 603-652-4501 ext 5 Monday through Friday, 
8:00am to 4:00 pm to assist you.

2015 Annual Report 


In 2015 the Milton Zoning Board of Adjustment saw a considerable increase in applications with 
7 cases having been heard. Over the past couple of years 4 has been the norm. This year there 
were 3 Special Exceptions, 2 Variances, | Equitable Waiver and 1 Appeal from Administrative 
Decision. In all of these cases, applicants were successful in demonstrating to the board that 
their proposals met the criteria necessary for approval. These cases included a wide variety of 
topics including: a lot line adjustment; a day care facility; a custom T-shirt retail shop; a home 
occupation selling crafts and primitives; a short-term greyhound rescue shelter; a luxury pet 
kennel; and the upgrading of fuel pump toppers to lighted versions. 


In 2015 Stan Nadeau was re-elected to a 3 year term on the board, Michael Tabory was re- 
elected to a 2 year term, and Bruce Woodruff was appointed as an alternate to the board. 
Volunteer town boards continue to be fortunate to have civic minded and concerned citizens with 
diverse experience and points of view to contribute to town government. I would like to thank all 
of the members of the ZBA for their dedication. Additional candidates for the town’s elected 
positions and board alternates are always welcome. 


Finally, I would like to welcome Dana Smith as the Land Use Clerk and thank her for her efforts 
to help facilitate the work of the land use boards for the benefit of the residents of Milton.

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2015 Milton Economic Development Committee (MEDC) 


History: The Board of Selectmen established the Milton Economic Development Committee 
(MEDC) in late 2012 to promote and encourage economic development for the purpose of 
creating and retaining employment opportunities and adding real estate value. With funding from 
PSNH (now Eversource), the Town prepared an Economic Development Strategy, which is a 
“roadmap” for achieving increased economic activity in Town. The strategy recommended 
seeking an access point off of NH Route 75. Through the efforts of the late Representative 
Robbie Parsons, the Town was successful in having the NH Department of Transportation agree 
to consider granting an access point off of NH Route 75 when the need arises. At present, MEDC 
is working with a potential developer regarding a site that can access NH Route 75. 


In 2015, we saw new development of the old Ray’s Marina site. On the west side of NH Route 
125, a Dunkin Donuts and Dollar General have opened. The east side property has also been 
purchased, and we hope to see further development of that property in 2016 consistent with the 
quality of Dunkin Donuts development. 


New businesses looking to operate in this or other qualifying downtown areas can also now 
receive the benefits of having an Economic Revitalization Zone (ERZ), a NH DRED program 
that provides tax credit incentives to business owners, in order to encourage reinvestment. 


MEDC currently partners with several organizations such as the NH Department of Resources & 
Economic Development (DRED), the Wentworth Economic Development Corporation 
(WEDCO), PNSH, Commercial and Industrial Brokers (CIBOR) to make potential investors 
aware of Milton. 


Further business retention and expansion, downtown redevelopment and marketing efforts are 
planned for 2016, pending budget approval. 


On a sad note, we mourn the passing of Robbie Parson in July 2015. He was a strong advocate 
for Milton and its economic development potential. If you are interested in learning more about 
economic development initiatives in Milton, please contact the Town office at 652.4501 x 5.

Community Action Partnership of Strafford County is a 501(c)(3) private nonprofit organization. We work with 
community, state and federal partners to assist thousands of individuals and families each year, and the majority 
of program participants have extremely low incomes (below 75 percent of the federal poverty threshold). Our 
mission is to educate, advocate and assist people in Strafford County to help meet their basic needs and promote 
self-sufficiency. 


2015 Highlights: 

e Our agency provided more than $2.2 million in federal fuel assistance to 3,191 households in Strafford 
County during the 2014-2015 heating season. A total of 203 households in Milton received $140,882 in 
fuel assistance. 

e Over the past year, 185 households received a discount on their electric bill through agency’s Electrical 
Assistance Program at a value of $85,100. The average benefit was $460. 

e Milton residents accessed our food pantry 309 times at a value of $19,467. 

e We provided Head Start and Early Head Start services to 17 children valued at $141,648. 

e Inall, more than $470,905 worth of goods and services were provided to Milton residents. 


Without the services provided by our agency, many local residents would be without a means to provide for 
their basic needs, including food, education, child care, utilities assistance, job training and employment 
services, transportation, emergency shelter, homeless prevention and housing services and referrals. CAP 
maintains its outreach capacity by operating offices in Farmington and Dover and Head Start Centers in Dover, 
Farmington, Milton, Rochester and Somersworth. 


Community Action Partnership of Strafford County has 130 employees and an $8.9 million operating budget. 
We receive federal, state and local funding as well as United Way grants, foundation and charitable grants, fees 
for service, private business and individual donations. In May of 2015, we commemorated our 50th anniversary, 
and while we honor the past we are working toward the future with a focus on improved customer service and 
using a holistic approach to providing services to meet families’ complex needs. With that basic tenant in mind, 
we strive to make sure our efforts are most effective in helping families today. 


2016 Goals: 

e Single-point of Entry: Our staff will provide an initial assessment and then work with clients to 
determine which services are needed in order to better respond to individual and family needs by using a 
holistic approach to service delivery. We will provide bundled services to meet the targets identified 
clients have set by providing support and access to a comprehensive range of services, which may 
include referrals and case management. 

e Customer Service: We want to provide improved coordinated service through updated program 
software, staff development and a focus on making sure CAP is the first place people come to for help. 

e Early Childhood Education: Through our Early Head Start/Child Care Partnership grant, we have 
partnered with local child care providers to offer Early Head Start slots in existing child care programs. 
Through this grant, our staff will provide enhancements to classrooms and improve relationships with 
local providers by providing professional development, additional training and increased pay.

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Strafford Regional Planning Commission 2015 Report 


Established by state legislation in 1969 the regional planning commissions serve in an advisory role to local governments 
and community organizations. The Strafford Regional Planning Commission is composed of eighteen municipalities 
including all thirteen in Strafford County, three in Rockingham County, and two in Carroll County. Its mission is to assure 
that the region is responsive to the needs of its residents through cooperative actions with municipalities and federal and 
state agencies, through the implementation of regional plans, and through local planning assistance. Together these actions 
foster sustainable development and improve the quality of life in the region. The Commission’s professional staff provide 
transportation, land use, economic development, hazard mitigation, water, public health, and natural resource planning 
services; geographic information services (GIS); data collection and analysis; facilitation; and project management. 


2015 Specific Accomplishments in Milton: 


e Created Economic Revitalization Zone maps for the Town of Milton. 

e Submitted a proposal to update the town’s natural resource chapter to their master plan. SRPC finalized a contract 
with the Conservation Commission in late December. The update will be completed in 2016. 

e Principal Regional Planner Kyle Pimental worked with the Town of Milton to review their existing groundwater 
protection measures and to make recommendations for revisions. SRPC contracted with the Conservation 
Commission to update the community’s groundwater protection overlay map and provide necessary updates to their 
aquifer protection overlay district. All recommendations have been presented to the Town Planner and the Planning 
Board. Both the draft overlay map and draft revisions to the district are currently under review by the Planning 
Board. 

e Received EPA Brownfields Assessment Grant with Milton as one of two focus communities. 

e Conducted 5 traffic counts to support local and state planning efforts. 

e Worked with the Moose Mountain Regional Alliance on economic development and tourism initiatives. 


e Assisted in the formation of the Branch River Valley Trail (BRVT) Scenic Byway Advisory Committee consisting 
of Milton and Wakefield residents and businesses. 
The Branch River Valley Trail (BRVT) Scenic Byway Strategic Marketing Plan was approved. 

e Met with Town officials to solicit transportation projects for the Statewide Ten Year Transportation Plan. 

e Distributed New Hampshire Planning and Land Use Regulation books to local land use boards. 

e Adopted an update to the Regional Master Plan — Local Solutions for the Strafford Region. 


e Adopted a Regional Broadband Plan and an updated Regional Housing Needs Assessment. 
Goals for 2016 for the Region: 


Provide technical assistance through mapping efforts. 

Develop online web maps and applications for use by the public using ArcGIS online. 

Carryout Brownfields assessment grant for the region. 

Update the 2015-2040 Metropolitan Transportation Plan. 

Carry out SHRP2 performance measure project with NHDOT, MPOs, our communities, and other stakeholders. 
Continue to implement regional data collection and analysis in preparation for performance metrics. 

Continue local transportation planning tasks in support of safety, mobility, and access management. 

Use federal designation as an Economic Development District to provide municipalities with access to additional 
infrastructure and program development grants.
